Many good Christian people 
have felt that the results of the 
Billy Graham New York Crusade 
justified yoking up with unbeliev- 
ers, though this is forbidden in 
the Scriptures. The His magazine, 
organ of the Inter-Varsity Chris- 
tian Fellowship, suggests editorial- 
ly that while the Bible teaches 
we should not be yoked up with 
unbelievers, perhaps this was just 
an arbitrary statement of God 
which was not necessarily His 
permanent and necessary stand; in 
effect that perhaps God had given 
Billy Graham a special permission 
to violate the commands of the 
Scriptures against yoking up with 
unbelievers. And the argument 
was based on the fact that there 
were certain outward results, and 
the editor thought the results 
justified the means even though 
they did violate the commands of 
Scripture about yoking with un- 
believers -and bidding Godspeed to 
those who did not abide -in the 
doctrine of Christ. 


But is outward success proof 
that all-the methods used please 
God? 

I had recently a letter from Rev. 
Roy B. Smith, pastor of the Grace 
Baptist” Church, Highland Falls, 
New York, on this matter, and I 
think it so carefully calls atten- 
tion to the scriptural truth that I 
am publishing it here. 


Pastor Smith Calls Attention 
to the Fact That Though 

God Gave Water Out of the 

Rock When Moses Smote 

the Rock Instead of 

Speaking to It, Moses 

Paid for His Sin 
Later 

Here we give Rev. Roy Bb. 
Smith’s letter. His letter starts 
with the Scripture, “Better it is 
to be of an humble spirit with the 
lowly than to divide the spoil with 
the proud.” Then beginning with 
the second paragraph Brother 
Smith says: 

“As I was preaching on Num- 
bers 20:1-13 the Lord showed me 
something that has cleared up a 
question that has been in my 
mind for years. Many have had 
this question bother them. We saw 
the popularity and the conversions 
through many down the years, 
preachers who, either in doctine 
or association, have rebelled 
against the Word of God. How 
can it be? 

“In Numbers 20:1-13 we have a 
people in real need of water, and 
God's definite plan for giving it 
to them that He might get .the 
glory. His servant goes to the 
right place for the water, to the 
rock, a type of Christ. He does 
not obtain the results God's way,

but nevertheless God gives abund- 
ant water (v. 11)-as though all 
had been done according to His 
Word. 


“Tf the story stopped there we 
would indeed think it did not mat- 
ter too much how we won souls 
so long as folks were getting sav- 
ed. The Lord did not stop there 
but shows how He dealt with His 
unwise servant later. In Numbers 
20:24-26 and Deuteronomy 3:25-29 
we find the last word on the mat- 
ter. It did matter to God that His 
Word had been violated and it 
mattered to Moses and Aaron. 
They were denied one of their 
greatest desires, that of entering 
the Promised Land. If such was 
the case with these two great men 
it seems certain God will not care- 
lessly let slip the rebellion of other 


great and lesser men of today. If 


you think this will help others 
who are troubled with such a 
problem I would be glad for you 
to print-this letter.” 


The Scriptures to Which Pas- 
tor Smith Refers Are 
Given Here 


Please note that God gave ex- 
plicit command to Moses, “Speak 
ye unto the rock before their eyes; 
and it.shall give forth his water, 
and thou shalt bring forth to them 
water out of the rock: so thou 
shalt give the congregation and 
their beasts drink” (Num. 20:8). 
But instead of speaking to the 
rock, Moses, angry at the people, 
‘lifted up his hand, and with 
his rod he smote the rock 
twice...” (Num. 20:11). Now 
read Numbers 20:7-13: “And the 
Lord spake unto Moses, saying, 
Take the rod, and gather thou 
the assembly together, thou, and 
Aaron thy brother, and speak ye 
unto the rock before their eyes; 
and it shall give forth his water, 
and thou shalt bring forth to them 
water out of the rock: so thou 
shalt give the congregation and 
their beasts drink. And Moses took 
the rod from before the Lord, 
as he commanded him. And Moses 
and Aaron gathered the congrega- 
tion together before the rock, and 
he said unto them, Hear now, ye 
rebels; must we fetch you water 
out of this rock? And Moses lifted 
up his hand, and with his rod he 
smote the rock twice: and the 
water came out: abundantly, and 
the congregation drank, and their 
beasts also. And the Lord spake 
unto Moses and Aaron, Because ye 
believed me not, to sanctify me 
in the eyes of the children of 
Israel, therefore ye shall not bring 
this congregation into the land 
which I have given them. This is 
the water of Meribah; because 
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the children of Israel strove with 
the Lord, and he was sanctified in 
them.”’ 


Yes, Moses used methods which 
God did not approve, yet God gave 
the water out of the rock, worked 
a miracle, and supplied the needs 
of three and a half million people 
and their cattle. The outward re- 
sults appeared to be just as good 
as if Moses and Aaron had obeyed 
the Lord. But in the long run, the 
results were not as good. There 
was a miracle and the people got 
water, but God was displeased. 

You see, the rock had already 
been smitten once, long before, 
as told in Exodus 17:6. We are told 
that Moses smote the rock in 
Horeb, the same rock, at the place 
called Meribah, “Behold, I. will 
stand before thee there upon the 
rock in Horeb; .and thou shalt 
smite the rock, and there shall 
come water out of it, that the 
people may drink. And Moses did 
so in the sight of the elders of 
Israel,”’ 


That pictured that Christ was 
once smitten for sinners, once 
crucified, the whole debt of sin 
was paid, Jesus need never suf- 
fer again. On the cross Jesus said, 
“It is. finished.” Thereafter we 
need only to ask for forgiveness 
and ask for blessings. We do not 
need to have a mass, we do not 
need any other sacrifice. Christ 
has already been smitten once. 


- So in the second occasion when 
the people thirsted, Moses ought 
simply to have spoken to the rock 
and water would have come forth. 

Moses dishonored God, and used 
other methods, not those which 
were by. divine command. 


The outward results appeared to 
be the same, but God was dis- 
pleased. The spiritual picture of 
Christ once smitten for all sinners 
was not given to the people and so 
God was not honored by Moses and 
Aaron in this matter. 


God’s Last Word on the Mat- 
ter of This Disobedience 


Pastor Roy B. Smith calls at- 
tention to the fact that “in Num- 
bers 20:24-26 and Deuteronomy 3: 
29-29 we find the last word on 
the matter. It did matter to God 
that His Word had been violated, 
and it mattered to Moses and 
Aaron! If such was the case with 
these two great men it seems cer- 
tain God will not’ carelessly let 
slip the rebellion of other great 
and lesser men of today.” 


Here is God’s answer to Aaron. 
In Numbers 20:23, 24, we read: 
“And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in mount Hor, by the 
coast of the land of Edom, say- 
ing, Aaron shall be gathered unto 
his people: for he shall not enter 
into ‘the land which I have given 
unto the children of Israel, because 
ye rebelled against my word at 
the water of Meribah.” Because 
Aaron had rebelled against the 
Word of the Lord in the method of 
bringing the water out of the rock, 
he was to die and was not to go 
into the land of Canaan, and so 
Aaron was stripped of his clothes, 
his priestly garments were put on 
his son Eleazar, and he died in 
mount Hor. 


Moses suffered the same fate. 
Because of his disobedience he was 
not allowed to go into the land 
of promise. In Numbers 20:12 we 
read, “And the Lord spake unto 
Moses and Aaron, Because ye be- 
lieved me not, to sanctify me in 
the eyes of the children of Israel, 
therefore ye shall not bring this 
congregation into the land which 
I have given them.” 

And in Deuteronomy 3:25-27 we 
read of God’s word to Moses lat- 
er: “I pray thee, let me go over, 
and see the good land that. is be- 
yond Jordan, that goodly moun- 
tain, and Lebanon. But the Lord 
was wroth with me for your sakes, 
and would not hear me: and the 
Lord said unto me, Let it suffice 
thee; speak no more unto me of 
this matter.” 

Moses longed to go into the 
land of Canaan, but God did not 
permit it, because he had disre- 
garded the plain command of God 
to speak to the rock instead of 
smiting it. 

The method does matter. God 


‘uses us poor, frail human beings 


to win souls, but He will hold 
every one of us to account as to 
whether we obey or do not obey 
Him in the method used. 


And we may be sure that the 
fact that God saves souls under 
Dr. Billy Graham does not mean

“Dear Dr. Ford: 
“Thank you for your letter. I 
count you my beloved friend. I 


have rejoiced in your noble minis- 
try for many years. I was glad to 
publish your sermons from time to 
time in THE SworpD OF THE LoRD 
and to help distribute your fine 
books. It was a joy to speak with 
you on the Bible conference pro- 
gram at the First Baptist Church 
of Fort Smith. 


“Yes, I will publish your letter. 
Naturally I would prefer that you

That there 
are differences of opinion on jin- 
terpretation ef- various Scriptures 
is always a matter of some disap- 
pointment to both of us, no doubt, 
as any difference of opinion be- 
tween Christians generally is, but 
I have great confidence in you as 
a man of God. 


“You understand that when -I 
publish your sermon I do not en- 
dorse your support of the South- 
ern Baptist Co-operative Program, 
including ‘support of Southern 
Baptist Seminary at Louisville 
which has had unbelievers Nels 
KF. S. Ferre, Robert McCracken 
of Fosdick’s Riverside Church, 
New York, and Emil Brunner, for 
example, as speakers. When I pub- 
lish your sermons and greet you 
as a beloved brother, I do not en- 
dorse your support of Baylor Uni- 
versity which recently gave an 
honorary degree 'to Cecil B. De 
Mille for his movie work and had 
an unconverted Jewish rabbi lead 
in prayer. I do not believe that 
God’s money should be used to 
support modernists or to approve 
the religion of unbelievers or to 
support dances and such matters. 
And I think that you agree with 
me about these matters except 
that you do not see it a matter 
sufficient for a break in support 
of a denominational program. At 
any rate, I do not demand that 
you see the matter as I do, and 
I do not concede that you are 
right on other matters when I 
love you and trust you and pub- 
lish your sermons. 

“I think it is to be expected that 
you would not be offended by Dr. 
Graham’s running with modern- 
ists. If you can support Louisville 
Seminary which has Robert Mc- 
Cracken of Riverside Church on 
its platform, you would not be of- 
fended when Dr. Billy Graham 
had the same man beside him on 
the platform in the New York 
Crusade and asked him to lead in 
prayer. Dr. Graham is for the 
whole Co-operative Program of 
Southern Baptists and says so, and 
you hawe the same convictions. I 
do not question your sincerity nor 
his. I only say that I must dis- 
agree, But I do not break fellow- 
ship with you for our different 
opinions on this matter. And when 
I publish your sermons I do not 
endorse the modernism at South- 
ern Baptist Seminary. 

“In the Seminary magazine, The 
Tie, I just read Dr. McCall’s word 
against fundamentalists. Since Dr. 
Billy Graham takes the same 
stand about fundamentalists and 
talks about us that way, the man 
who supports Dr. McCall would 
naturally be expected to support 
Dr. Graham. And when I count 
you a Christian brother, publish

The “Inquiring Fotographer” of 
the New York Sunday News, Jim- 
my Jemail, asked a most interest- 
ing question to six different people 
in Long Island recently with 
shocking and_ startling results. 
The question was: “It is reported 
that twenty-two important world 
statesmen have. pledged not to 
serve cocktails at official func- 


“tions. What effect will this have

on diplomacy?” 
Out of the six questioned—-five 
men and one woman—only one

approved the idea and all the oth- 
ers condemned it. The first man 
interviewed exhibited his ignor- 
ance by answering, in part, “It 
will make diplomacy more diffi- 
cult because most problems, busi- 
ness, diplomatic or otherwise are 
more easily resolved after two or 
three cocktails ....” 

The second one, complaining it 
would “take much of the glamor 


out of diplomatic functions,” 
asked, “What’s wrong with liq- 
uor? Diplomats of all people 


should know how to use and not 
abuse it.” 

The woman interviewed §ap- 
parently gave her answer more in 
jest than anything else. She said: 
“It wih. make diplomats deadly 
dull. Take Krushchev as an ex- 
ample. Think of how much less 
interesting he will be if he doesn’t 
sound off occasionally when three 
Sheets ‘to the wind. And can you 
imagine diplomats not drinking 
when they are on that lush gov- 
ernment expense account?” 

The fourth one, a real estate 
broker with a Jewish name, gave 
the only intelligent reply, saying, 
“That’s a good idea. Diplomats 
shouldn’t drink. King Saud of 
Saudi Arabia doesn’t drink and 
look at the bargain he’s taking 
back to the Middle East. Diplo- 
mats will think clearly and say 
the things they should when 
sober.” 


The fifth man foolishly said: 
“This will increase. the dangers 
of hostilities, social or otherwise. 
There's nothing lke the judicious 


ity when people get together....” 

The last one interviewed said: 
“Official diplomatic functions at 
which no liquor is served will be 
as dead and dull as a bar and grill 
where the customers are drinking 
ginger ale. And just about as 
much business will be done. I 


| think these twenty-two statesmen 


are just kidding the public.” 

Let’s ‘ge to the world’s finest 
and highest authority for the con- 
clusion of the matter, the Word 
of God: “It is not for kings, O 
Lemuel, it is not for kings to 
drink wine; nor for princes strong 
drink: Lest they drink, and forget 
the law, and pervert the judgment 
of any of the afflicted” (Prov.

We note with interest the 
determined endeavor to force 
t#e various evangelical de- 
nominations into a federation 
in which the “fundamentals 
of the faith’ will play little 
or no conspicuous part. We 
believe that the accomplish- 
ment of such a religious cor- 
poration, at the cost of truth, 
would provide a flashing spec- 
tacle of apparent church suc- 
cess to be speedily sycceeded 
by the most colossal failure 
that has characterized Chris- 
tianity since the dark days 
when an ecclesiastical corpo- 
ration (the Roman Catholic 
Church) controlled the relig- 
ious thinking of the World. 
We voice our determined pro- 
test, and as members of the 
various evangelical denomina- 
tions hereby declare our utter 
unwillingness to enter. into 
any such federation move- 
ment. In the event of its for- 
mal adoption by our respec- 
tive denominations, it is our 
fixed determination to find 
for ourselves a new fellow- 
ship, one in which the Bible 


will be authoritative, the 
deity of Christ undisputed, 
and “the faith once for all 


delivered” the basis of our 
confession and of our conduct. 


The resolutions committee was 
composed of the following out- 
standing, courageous, uncompro- 
mising, fighting, orthodox leaders:

This writer, who has been in 
evangelistic work for about sixty- 
one years, having started when he 
was just thirteen, and a number 
of other uncompromising minis- 
ters of the Gospel are endeavoring 
to unite the uncompromising, 
orthodox preachers and Christian 
laymen to take over the evange- 
listic leadership in America, If 
the old-time fundamentalist crowd 
had hitched more evangelistic 
horses to their orthodox wagon, 
we might have been protected 
from some conditions we are now 
facing. 

It takes evangelistic unction to 
make orthodoxy function. No Bi- 
ble-believing school will ever con- 
tinue uncompromisingly orthodox 
unless it has a strong evangelistic 
punch. The same thing also holds 
true with a church and with all 
orthodox Christian organizations. 
In spite of the evangelistic sell- 
out in some quarters that is wip- 
ing out the line of demarcation 
between those who believe the Bi- 
ble is the ‘Word of God and those

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who believe the Bible just con- 
tains or may contain the Word of 
God, there is a large group of 
faithful, uncompromising, ortho- 
dox preachers and evangelists left 
in this country; and if these ortho- 
dox. Christians will stand togeth- 
er and fight, we can have a re- 
vival in America. God does not 
need a majority. He just needs a 
good, uncompromising Christian 
minority. 

When. Billy Graham went to 
New York under the sponsorship 
of a few orthodox, Bible-believing 
preachers and a large group of 
liberal preachers, and declared he 
would go anywhere under any 
sponsorship as long as he could 
give the message he was giving, 
We said, “That is unscriptural, 
and anything that is unscriptural 
cannot be spiritual. If an evange- 
list'.is sponsored by modernists 
and the evangelist is a gentleman, 
he has to sponsor the modernist; 
and when an evangelist pats a 
modernist on the back, he is pat- 
ting an antichrist on the back.” 

When the evangelistic house 
that has been erected in America 
on a compromising foundation 
falls (and this house will fall 
sooner or later, and it is getting 
a little shaky now), the tools will 
be left in the hands of the re- 
ligious liberals, and they will dig 
up the foundation on which the 
evangelistic house was built; and 
the orthodox crowd that goes in 
with that kind of sponsorship will 
be left too anaemic to lay another 
evangelistic foundation. 

Recently there was a meeting of 
religious workers in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. This committee 
was brought together to discuss 
plans for the Billy Graham cam- 
paign that is to besheld in Char- 
lotte sometime in the next few 
months. The Executive Secretary 
of the Protestant Council in New 
York attended this meeting. He 
said that Billy Graham had done 
a great deal for the churches in 
New York. He said, “. . there 
were 1700 churches co-operating 
with the Protestant Council before 
the Billy Graham New York Cru- 
sade and now there are more than 
3,000 churches co-operating with 
the Council.” Just recently an 
article appeared in the New York 
TIMES which said in effect that 
there were no great results from 
the New York Crusade except the 
Protestant churches got a shot in 
the arm. Churchianity got a shot 
in the arm, The liberal preachers 
and liberal churches were left in 
the saddle. That goes to prove 
that a compromised religious 
movement may build a religious 
machine; but when Bible-believ- 
ing Christians go into such a 
movement, they are ieft anaemic. 

This writer has a very warm 
personal friend in New York. He 
is an outstanding preacher and an 
orthodox, Christian leader. This 
friend hesitated about going into 
the Billy Graham movement, but 
he went along and helped sponsor 
the work. This good, old-time, in- 
telligent, orthodox preacher cailed 
the writer on long distance a few 
days ago and told him, “We are 
in a terrible fix in New York. 
The Protestant Council is in 
power. We orthodox preachers and 
faymen who went in are discred- 
‘ited and the leaders of the Pro- 
testant Council have completely 
taken over New York City.” 

You cannot judge an evange- 
listic campaign by the number of 
people who are saved. Some peo- 
ple are being converted all the 
time. During seventeen weeks in 
New York City the orthodox 
Christians and orthodox personal 
‘workers will always lead several 
hundred people to Jesus Christ. 
An evangelist is not given to sin- 
ners any more than a layman. 
According to the Scripture, the 
evangelist, pastor, and teacher are 
given to the building up of Chris- 
tians. They are to perfect the 
saints for the work of the minis- 
try. During World War I, Billy 
Sunday was in New York and had 
almost a hundred thousand deci- 
sions for Jesus Christ. He did not 
call them “‘inquirers.” He called 
them “trail hitters.” But when 
they came down the aisle, they 


came on a definite, clear-cut prop-

osition to trust Jesus Christ. I 
was in New York just after that 
campaign, and the orthodox Chris- 
tians in the city were out winning 
The Christians 
were on fire. The saints had been 
perfected unto the work of the 
ministry. 

A man goes into an orchard to 
pick fruit, and he says he wants 
to see how much fruit he can 
get; and he gets the fruit and piles 
it up, but he pulls the limbs off 
the tree and the orchard will not 
bear any fruit next year. An evan- 
gelistic campaign that is spon- 
sored by churches and people who 
do not believe in the fundamental 
essentials of the Christian faith 
may appear to be successful, but 
the evangelistic orchard is always 
ruined. 

There are enough good, fighting, 
orthodox Christians in America 
to lead this nation in a revival if 
the people who hold to the funda- 
mentals of the faith will stand to- 
gether and not compromise and 
not surrender but unite in an ef- 
fort to win souls to Christ and at 
the same time perfect the saints 
to the work of the ministry. 
America can have a revival. We 
do not need more Christians to 
have a revival. We need more of 
the right kind of uncompromising, 
consecrated Christians to have a 
revival.

On Thursday evening and all 
day Friday, February 13 and 14, 
it was the editor’s joy to be with 
Rev. Bill Beeny and the New 
Testament Baptist Church in St. 
Louis. It was the fourth anni- 
versary service, and our St. Louis 
friends are praising God for His 
remarkable blessings in the four 
years..

our club by becoming Catholics, 
and succeeded all too well. Surely 
the god of this world must have 
been working in me. 

The months went on, and the 
church lent me every assistance 
possible in this campaign. Well, I 
finally realized that sucgession of 
apostolic powers or gifts was not 
confirmed in God’s Word and that 
instead of the eucharist (the ac- 
tual presence of Christ on our al- 
tars in material form), only the 
remembrance of Christ in simple 
breaking of bread together was 
warranted, upon divine authority. 

It was on the night of Decem- 
ber 21 last that this truth sudden- 
ly hit me with full force, as I 
prayed, unable to sleep. It had 
greatly troubled me, all this lack 
of confirmation in God’s Word, 
of basic teaching fed me from the 
cradle up. 

I rang the priest and prayed for 
light from him, for God to cause 
him to give adequate explanation. 
He gave no satisfactory answers. 


He finally became angry at my 
insistence on his backing up his 
assertions with Holy Scripture.

a public example of this wicked, 
murderous man who would not 
hear the warning of Moses and 
was not moved by all the signs 
and wonders that God = sent. 
Pharaoh was not predestined to be 
lost. I think he was lost, but it 
was because of his own willful 
rejection of the light and of God’s 
mercy. I think that it was after 
he had committed the unpardon- 
able sin that God drowned him 
in the Red Sea. At any rate, 
Pharaoh was not predestined to 
go to Hell. He went to Hell after 
many, many invitations and after 
deliberate, repeated rejections of 
God’s call and God’s mercy. God 
hardened Pharaoh’s heart about 
letting the children of Israel go 
free, but Pharaoh had already 
hardened his heart to continue in 
sin and rejection. 


Predestined for Hell? 


If there is any one person in 
history whose wickedness was so 
great that we might suppose he 
was predestined to go to Hell, it 
would be Judas Iscariot. Yet the 
Bible does not even hint that 
Judas could not have been saved. 

Judas is referred to in Old Test- 
ament prophecy several times. 
Psalm 41:9. speaks of him pro- 
phetically as Christ’s’ familiar 
friend who “lifted up his heel 
against me” and in John 13:18, 
19, Jesus teaches us that that re- 
ferred to Judas. The betrayal of 
Christ for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver is mentioned in Zechariah 11: 
13. In Acts 1:20 we learn that 
Psalm 69:25 referred to Judas 
who lost his place as an apostle 
by sin. And in John 6:64 we are 


told that “Jesus knew from the 
beginning who they were that be- 


lieved not, and who should betray 
him.” Again, in John 6:70, 71 we 
learn the’ following of Judas, 
“Jesus answered them, Have not 


|I chosen you twelve, and one of 


you is a devil? He spake of Judas 
Iscariot the son of Simon: for he 
it was that should betray him, 
being one of the twelve.” 


Then Judas was an unconverted 
man. The Lord Jesus knew that 
Judas would betray Him. 


And yet there is the lament of 
a broken heart in Psalm 41:9 
about Jesus. Here Jesus is pic- 
tured as saying, “Yea, mine own 
familiar friend, in whom I trust- 
ed, which did eat of my bread, 
hath lifted up his heel against me.” 
The dear Lord Jesus loved Judas. 
He grieved over his — betrayal. 
Judas could have been saved. Even 
when Judas kissed the cheek of 
the Saviour in Gethsemane—a sig- 
nal that they should bind Him 
and take Him away to trial— 
Jesus addressed Judas as “Friend” 


ra 


(Matt. 26:50). There is not a hint 
in the Bible that Judas could noi 
have been saved. 

Of course God knows all things. 
He knew whether Judas would be 
saved. But the fact that He knew 
did not please Him. Judas had 
light from God, as have others. 
Judas was convicted of his sins, 
as other sinners have been. Judas 
would not repent for salvation, 
but he could have done so. He 
was not compelled to be lost. 

In not a single case in the Bible 
is it even hinted that any person 
was foreordained to be lost, that 
he would not hear the Gospel or 
have a chance to repent. 


II. The Teachings of Jesus Es- 
pecially Emphasize That He 
Wants the Last Person 
Saved, With None 

Left Out | 
We have already shown that 
many times in the Bible God has 
expressed His concern for’ the 
whole world to be saved.

This picture summarizes pretty well the situ- 


ation in the Sword of the Lord editorial office right 
now. Confusing, isn’t it? We have been literally 
“swamped” each week with puzzle entries from our 
loyal puzzle fans. And we are really pleased and 
complimented that you have found the puzzles so 
interesting. But we thought you might be interested 
to find out what happens to your entry after the 
postman puts it in our post-office box. Here is 
the inside story....

If your puzzie entry is correct, your name and 
address are clipped and pasted on an envelone, A 
coupon {for those working toward the Scofield 
Bible| must be inserted in the prize booklet of the 
week, then the booklet placed in the envelope. Enve- 
lopes are then sealed and stamped. Then there is 
the big job of hauling them to the post office. 


Meanwhile, another worker is kept busy work- 
ing future puzzles to be used in THE Sworp. Notice 
that young fellow in the center front of the picture 
carrying the heavy books—-several dictionaries, an 
atlas, an encyclopedia, a Bible, and a concordance. 
He helps check future puzzles very carefully, try- 
ing to make sure that the puzzle clews are accurate 
and complete.

But some of the teachings of 
Jesus go to great detail to show 
that it is the last unconverted 
person that He is the most con- 
cerned about, the one the men 
would leave unsaved. : 

The three parables in Luke 15 
all unite in this great emphasis. 
The scribes and Pharisees mur- 
mured because the Lord Jesus re- 
ceived sinners, and seemed even 
more concerned about the vilest 
sinner, the worst lost ones. At 
the complaint of the Pharisees and 
scribes, JeSus gave these three 
wonderful parables on the lost 
sheep, the lost coin, and the lost 
boy. 

Jesus sald, “What man of you 
having an hundred sheep, if he 
lose one of them, doth not leave 
the ninety and nine in the wilder- 
ness, and go after that which is 
lost, until he find it?” ‘The good 
shepherd would not be satisfied 
to have only some of the sheep. 
He wanted all, the last one. He 
wanted not only the good sheep, 
but the bad sheep. It is the one 
last lost sheep which Jesus em- 
phasizes here. And surely He

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never varies. It is that man may 
choose right or wrong, may choose 
to obey or to disobey, may choose 
to believe or disbelieve, may 
choose to be saved or to be lost. 
That teaching begins with the 
story of Adam _ and Eve - in the 
Garden of Eden. Both could obey 
God and continue in perfect hap- 
piness in the paradise which God 
had prepared for them. They 
ought not eat of the forbidden 
fruit, the fruit of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil. But 
they had _ the ability to do so. 
Though they were warned of dis- 
astrous results, yet they were 
still left on their own responsi- 
bility. ‘They could obey God, or 
they could listen to Satan. They 
could trust the Lord about the 
results, or they could, in unbelief 
and rebellion, disobey and die. 
First Eve, then Adam, chose to 
eat of the forbidden fruit. Both 
had the free choice. 


That teaching goes _ straight 
through the Bible, occurring again 
and again, until in the last chapter 
in the last book of the Bible, the 
Scripture says, . And whoso- 
ever will, let him take the water 
of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). On 
moral questions, mankind is left 
with solemn warnings and with 
tender entreaties, but with the 
freedom to choose. To ignore 
that. teaching will lead to heresy 
as well as to sin. A man may 
not choose the color of his eyes; 
a man cannot add one cubit to his 
stature; a man cannot select his 
own father or mother, or the place 
of his birth. There are many, 
many things about which men 
have no choice, things which are 
decided in God’s loving provision, 
so that man cannot change them. 
But on moral matters, matters of 
right and wrong, matters of loving 
and serving God or of rebellion and 
disobedience and willful unbelief, 
men and women all down through 
the ages have been able to take 
their choice. 


In Deuteronomy 30 the Lord 
solemnly warns Israel of the tre- 
mendous choice set before every 
man. In _ verses 15 to 20 God 
Says: 

“See, I -have set before thee 
this daylife and good, and death 
and evil; In that I command thee 
this day to love the Lord thy 
God, to walk in his ways, and to 
keep his commandments and his 
Statutes and his judgments, that 
thou mayest live and multiply: 
and the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. But if thine 
heart turn away, so that thou wilt 
not hear, but shalt be drawn 
away, and worship other gods, and 
serve them; I denounce unto you 
this day, that ye shall surely per- 
ish, and that ye shall not prolong 
your days upon the land,. whither 
thou passest over Jordan to go to 
possess it. I call heaven and earth 
to record this day against you, 
that I have set before you life 
and death, blessing and cursing: 
therefore choose life, that both 
thou and thy seed mey live: That 
thow mayest love the Lord thy 
God, and that thou mayest obey 


his voice, and that thou nuryest | 
‘Cleave unto. him: 
life, and the length of thy days: | 
that thou mayest dweil in the land | 


which the Lord sware unto thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac,.and 
to Jacob, to gwe them.” 


Note this remarkable statement: 
“See, I have set before thee this 
day life and good, and death and 
evil.” It is obvious here that they 
And they are sol- 


disaster “if thine heart turn away, 
so that thou wilt not hear... .,’’ It 
is a plain matter of the will, of 
choice. In that case, He says, “I 
denounce unto you this day, that 
ye shall surely perish....” 


Then read again ‘that solemn 
warning in verse 19, “TI call heaven 
and earth to record this day 
against you, that I have set be- 
fore you life and death, blessing 
and cursing: therefore choose life, 


that both thou and thy seed may 


live,” 


By turning to God in penitent 
love, one may choose life and live. 
One may reject life and choose 
death by turning away from God, 
It is a matter of the will, a matter 
of the choice. If the Bible is an 
honest book, and if God is an) 


for he is thy | 


honest God, men must themselves, 


of their own choice, decide for or 
against God. In this matter they 
are not coerced; they are pleaded 
with, and they are warned, but 
they may go right or wrong. 


That kind of choice is offered 
Israel again in the days of Joshua. 
In Joshua 24:14, 15, hear this 
solemn warning and ultimatum 
from God: 


. “Now therefore fear the Lord, 
and serve him in sincerity and in 
truth: and put wway the gods 

jhich your fathers served on the 
other side of the flood, and in 
Egypt; and serve ye the Lord. And 
if it seem evil unto you to serve 
the Lord, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve; whether the 
gods that were on the other side 
of the flood, or the gods of the 
Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: 
but as for me and my house, we 
will serve the Lord.’ 


We are clearly told _ that 
Joshua himself made the choice. 
. But as for me and my house, 

Wwe will serve the Lord.” The others 
are exhorted also to fear the Lord 
and serve Him, and to put away 
idol gods. But they were plainly 
told that they were to “choose 
you this day whom ye will serve.” 

They had freedom of choice. God 
wanted their love and allegiance. 
He had Joshua present the matter 
thus to them. The blessed Holy 
Spirit had it written down = for 
sueceeding generations. It is 
clearly intended in any honest in- 
terpretation of this Scripture that 
people are urged to choose: and 
may choose between right. and 
wrong, between God and idols, be- 
tween obedience and disobedience, 
between faith and unbelief. 

Repeatedly throughout the Bible 
the appeal of God is to the will, 
the choice. For example, Ezekiel 
18:31, 32 says, “Cast away from 
you all your _ transgressions, 
whereby ye have _ transgressed; 
and make’ you a new heart and 
a new spirit: for why will ye die, 
© house of Israel? For I have no 
pleasure in the death of him that 
dieth, saith the Lord God: where- 
fore turn yourselves, and live ye.” 

. Why will ye die. . .°?”’ God 
asks. Evidently dying is a mat- 
ter of choice, and God plainly says, 
“TI have no pleasure in the death 
of him that dieth....’ Therefore, 
He implores, “...turn yourselves, 
and live ye.” 

Again in Ezekiel 33:11, the Lord 
says, “Say unto them, As I live, 
saith the Lord God, I have no 
pleasure in the death of the wick- 
ed; but that the wicked turn from 
his way and live: turn ye, turn ye 
from your evil ways; for why will 
ye die, O house of Israel?” 

God does not want anybody to 
be lost. No one is predestined to 
be lost. God has ‘no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked,” and 
again He asks-the question, “Why 
will ye die, O house of Israel?” 
In other words, He might properly 
say, “Why do you choose to die?’ 
It is left up to your own choice. 
You may choose. to live or you 
may choose to die. God does not 
want you to die. If you go on 
and die in sin and away from 
God, it is because of your own 
wicked choice of the will. 

In Psalm 81:11-13, the lament of 
‘the Lord against His people is be- 
cause of this same willful turning 
to sin and away from God: “But 
my people would not hearken to 
my voice; and Israel would none of 
me. So I gave them up unto 
their own hearts’ lust: and they 
walked in their own counsels. 
Oh that my people had hearkened 
unto me, and Israel had walked 
in my ways!” 

Do you see that it was the will 
of people not to listen to the 
voice of God and-not to please 
Him? Asa result, God gave them 
up to their own sins and the re- 
sults of sin, but His heart was 
grieved. “Oh that my people had 
hearkened unto me...” God said. 
Is God deliberately deceiving? 
Had God decided ahead of-—time 
that these must go On in sin and 
could not repent? No, His heart 
grieved for their sin, and all the 
more because it was a deliberate, 
independe ont choice against God. 
So in Proverbs 1:25 God com- 
olains of sinful people, “But ye 
have set -at nought all my coun- 
sel, and would’ none of my re- 


proof.” It is a matter of the will 


to disregard God's commands.

financial prosperity. People enjoy- 
ed luxuries of that day that they 
had never had before. But it was 
also characterized as a godless 
and sinful day. 


And because of the close walk 
with God, Hosea saw that unless 
the people of Israel repented from 
their sins and turned back to Je- 
hovah God, they would surely suf- 
fer destruction. He was conscious 


of the fact that the Northern 


Kingdom was rapidly headed for | 


certain doom unless the people | 
turned to God. The knowledge of | 
this fact stirred that preacher’s | 
soul; so he called for his people 
to forsake sin and seek God. 

Hosea lived to see his predic- 
tion come true. His nation was 
conquered by the enemy in 721 
B.C. and has never existed as such 
again. The government was over- 
come, the people were driven to 
exile and a life of hardship and 
sorrow. They refused to listen to 
God’s message. through Hosea, so 
they suffered the bitter conse- 
quences, and oh, how bitter and 
sad they were! 

The preached message of Hosea 
was for Israel to repent. But God 
has a message for every sinner 
through the life of Hosea. Some of 
the greatest sermons a preacher 
ever preaches are those which 
come through the experiences of 
his life. And I believe this is true 
in the case of Hosea. 


Hosea’s Sad Experience: The 
Adulterous Wife 


Hosea had a very bitter experi- 
ence in his life—a tragedy in his 
home, disgrace brought about by 
his wife. It all began when “ 
he went and took Gomer the 
daughter Of Diblaim; which con- 
ceived and bare him a son” (Hosea 
1:3)..Then a little later the Scrip- 
ture says, “And she conceived 
again, and bare a daughter. And 
God said unto him, Call her name 


Loruhamah; for I will no more 
have mercy upon the house. of 
Israel; but I will utterly take 


them away’. (Hosea 1:6). And as 
we read further we see that, “Now 
when she had weaned Loruhamah, 
she conceived and bare a_ son. 
Then said God, Call his name 
Loammi; for ye are not my people, 
and I will not be your God” 
(Hosea 1:8, 9). Then in the next 
chapter we see the tragedy as it 
unfolds. “For their mother hath 
played the harlot: she that con- 
ceived them hath done shamefully; 
for she said, I will go after my 
lovers, that give me my bread and 
my water, my wool and my flax, 
mine oil and my drink” (Hosea 2: 


5). But the story does not end 


there, for later on we read of 
Hosea as he relates, “So I bought 
her to me for fifteen pieces of 
silver, and for an homer of barley, 
and an half homer of barley” 
(Hosea 3:2). 

The Holy Spirit inspired these 
words to be written, not to tell 
the world of a tragedy in the par- 


sonage, but that it should forever 


stand as a record of the love that 
the preacher had for his sinful 
wife, and to tell the world of God's 
love for the sinner. 


Hosea took his message of im- 
pending doom’ throughout the 
Kingdom of Israel. Everywhere he 
could get an audience, he spoke 
God’s message. He would probably 
be gone from home much of the 
time. As he would travel and 
preach and warn the nation of 
coming destruction, his heart was 
heavily burdened. And his burden 
was made even heavier because of 
some things that were developing 
in his home. 


His wife had borne him a child. 
This brought happiness to him. 
3ut this happiness was short-lived. 
For as this prophet would return 
from his journeyings for his Lord, 
rumors would fall on his ears of 
activities of his wife that were 
not becoming the wife of a preach- 
er. He began to hear that she was 
seen in the company of people 
whose character was in question. 
He was told that his wife was 
known to go places that they could 


not account for. This made hi 
burden harder. é 


Then he returned from one trip 
to learn his wife was going to 
have a baby. He could not under- 
stand. Her sin was catching up 
with her. Even after the baby was 
born, Hosea told her that he still 
loved her and wanted to have a 
happy home. She promised to..do 
better and to make him a..good 
wife. But tragedy had struck and 
left its mark. 


The promises of this wife last- 
ed for awhile. As the days passed

and Hosea was busy in the work 
of God, she began to keep com- 
pany with her old friends. Again 
Hosea came home to realize his 
Wife was going to have another 
child by her lover. But the love 


of Hosea was of such magnitude 


that he was willing to: forgive his 
wife again. Thus, they made an- 
other effort to salvage the hap- 
piness of their home. He was will- 
ing to bear the shame of the trag- 
edy in his parsonage and forgive 
his wife. Again she promised to 
mend her ways. 


But she had the wrong things 
in mind. She had the wrong goals 
in life. She was seeking pleasure 
and lovers and thrills and _ hap- 
piness. She was not too interested 
in living for God and in leading a 
holy life. She was not thinking of 
the morrow; she was living for 
“today.” 

And the story goes on until the 
day that Hosea comes in from 
another preaching tour and finds 
the three children in the nursery 
with a note pinned to the pillow, 
saying, “I will go after my lovers” 
(Hosea 2:5). Thus she followed the

Men do have a choice and exercise 
their choice. God may decide 
some matters for men but never 
moral matters of right and wrong. 
Always man can obey or disobey. 
Man can love God. or hate. God. 
Man can trust Christ or reject 
Him. God grieves when men turn 
away, but they still have the 
choice in all moral matters, all 
matters of right and wrong. 


When Jesus spoke so wonder- 


fully to disbelievers and rebels 
among the Jews of His day, many 
rejected His sayings and asked 
for further proof. To those Jews 
who sought to kill Him, Jesus said, 
“And ye will not come to me, that 
ye might have life’ (John 5:40). 


The complaint is not that they 
could not come, that they were 
too dead in sins to know or 
choose; rather, it was simply that 
they could choose..and did choose, 
willfully, wrongly, to reject Christ 
and go on in their sins,, THEY 
WOULD NOT COME! 

God in that last invitation in the 
Bible said, ‘ . the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come.

But God has not made 
man an automaton. God has not 
made man a machine. He wants 
the deliberate and loving choice 
of the free will. He wants men 
to love Him because they choose 
to love Him and because He is 
worthy of love. He wants men to 
obey Him from the _ deliberate 
choice of the heart. When men 
will not come to Christ for salva- 
tion, God is grieved, but God is 
not responsible. Throughout the 
Bible, the teaching of the freedom 
of will to choose for Christ Is 
taught. And that shows that no 
one is predestined to be lost. 


We would do well to enter into 
the heart of the Saviour and see 
how he feels. In Luke 9:56 Jesus 
said, “For the Son of man is not 
come to destroy men’s lives, but

the other hand, how violent some 
are when the desired thing is tact 
and gentleness, and not force! 
This has to be Jearned: we must 
be trained to it as dogs to follow 
game. Here is one form 'of ex- 
perience: the brother is elegant; 
he wishes to speak earnestly, but 
he must be elaborate, too. He has 
written out a nicely-prepared ad- 
dress, his notes are carefully ar- 
ranged. Alas! ne has left the 
priceless document at home! What 
will he do? He is too gracious to 
give up: he will try to speak. He 
begins nicely, and gets through 
firstly. “Fair and softly, good sir.” 

What comes next? See, he is 
gazing aloft for secondly. What 
should be said? What can be said? 
The good man flounders about, 
but he cannot swim; he struggles 
to land, and as he rises from the 
flood you can hear him mentally 
saying, “That’s my last attempt.” 
Yet it is not so. He speaks again. 
He gathers confidence; he grows 
into an impressive speaker. By 
such humiliations as these the 
Lord prepares him to do his work 
efficiently. In our beginnings we 
are too fine to be fit, or too great 
to be good. We must serve an ap- 
prenticeship, and thus learn our 
trade. A blacklead pencil is of no 
use at all till it is cut. The fine 
cedar wood must be cut away, 
and then the inward metal which 
marks and writes will. have fair 
play. Brethren, the knife of af- 
fliction is sharp, but salutary; 
you cannot delight in it, but faith 
may teach. you to value it. Are 
you not willing to pass through 
every ordeal if by any means you 
may save some? If this be not 
your spirit, 
your farm and to your merchan- 
dise, for no man will ever win a 
soul who is not prepared to suf- 
fer everything within the com- 
pass of possibility for that soul’s 
sake. 

A good deal may have to be 
suffered through fear, and yet 
that fear may assist in stirring 
the soul, and putting it into a fit 
posture for work; at least, it may 
drive the heart to prayer, and 
that alone is a great part of the 
necessary preparation. A _ good 
man thus describes one of his 
early attempts at visiting, with 
the view of speaking to individ- 
uals upon their spiritual condi- 
tion:

Through Hosea 


When I was a boy, I heard a 
man say, “Be a good boy, for God 
loves a good boy.” That statement 
is true, but there was more to it 
than that man said, for I have 
found in God’s Book that God 
loves mean boys and wicked girls. 
God loves sinful people. God loves 
the murderer, the thief. God loves 
the harlot, the drunkard. God 
loves the dishonest, the wicked. 
God loves the sinner. If you are a 
sinner, let me tell. you that God 
loves YOU. And I am so glad that 
God does love the sinner, because 
I fall in that category. 


And as I write this to you, I 
want to pass on the message of 
God, that just as Hosea loved his 
wife while she was a sinner, so 
God loves you though you are a 
sinner. John 3:16 states a mar- 
velous truth and so does Romans 
2:8 when it says that “God com- 
mendeth his love toward us in that 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us.” And that’s what I 
want to talk to you about. “Come 
now and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord: though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be red 
like crimson, they 
wool.” I’ve got something to talk 
to* you about. You are a sinner 
and God loves you. and wants you 
to turn from your way to His way. 


The Bible speaks loud its eter- 
nal message that God loves the 
sinner. God does not want to send 
you to Hell because you are a sin- 
ner. He does not want you to go 
to Hell. He’ has done all He can 
to keep you from Hell. He loves 
you and wants you. Though you 
have sinned, though you are now 
sinning, though your life bears 
the ugly scars of sin and shame, 
God still loves you. And He would 
speak through this tragic experi- 
ence of Hosea and say that just 
as Hosea loved his wife while she 
was living in sin and adultery, 
just so He loves you while you 
are living in sin. If you are a sin- 
ner, I have news for you: God 
loves you.

God Loves the Spiritually 
Dead ' 


The Bible speaks of the lost 
sinner as one spiritually. dead. The 
lost person is considered dead so 
far as spiritual things are con- 
cerned. We read in Ephesians 2:1, 
“And you hath he quickened, who 
were dead in trespasses and sins”; 
and then in verses 4 and 5 the 
Bible says that “God, who is rich 
in mercy, for his great love, where- 
with he loved us, Even when we 
were dead in sins, hath quicken- 
ed us together with Christ, (by 
grace ye are saved).” 


Do you get the picture present- 
ed here? If you have never per- 
sonally accepted Jesus Christ as 
your own Saviour, then you are 
dead spiritually. You have no hope 
of eternal life in Heaven. Yet God 
loves you though you are dead. 


As I think on these truths, I 
recall the experience of Dr. R. G. 
Lee of Memphis, Tennessee. Dr. 
Lee states that he was called to 
a hospital where a seven-month- 
old girl was critically ill. This 
pastor had baptized the parents 
when they were Intermediates. He 
had watched them develop in 
Christian character; had perform- 
ed their wedding ceremony; had 
stood by the bassinet and prayed 
for the little baby when she was 
born. Now, just seven months lat- 
er, he was called back to the hos- 
pital to pray for this baby and 
her parents in this dark hour of 
their life. 


But her life was ebbing fast 
away. There was nothing that 
could be done. The pastor was by 
their side as the little life slipped 
back to its Heavenly Father. Then 
when the undertakers came to get 
the body to prepare for burial, the 
mother was still holding the baby. 
She told them that she did not 
want to give her only baby up. She 
still loved the little girl. She cried 
and pleaded for them not to take 
her baby away. They were at loss 
as what to do. This great pastor 
suggested that the undertakers 
leave the baby with its mother 
through the night, then they 
could get it the next day and pre- 
pare for burial.

And it ap- 
pears that Hosea may be that 
prophet whom God chose to use to 
present His message of love’ to the 
people of that day. 

The Jews had not heard much 
of this love of God prior to Hosea’s 
day. And even until the advent of 
Jesus Christ, mankind was. not 
able to fathom the love of God 
for His people. We are persuaded 
that this love of God as pictured 
in Hosea’s tragic life experi- 
ence is as real today as _ it 
was in that day. And the way 
that God introduced this great 
truth makes it linger long in the 
human heart. The method com- 
municating that message, as well 
as the message, caused it to be 
indelibly stamped in the heart of 
the message of God. And the great 
Gospel message of today would 
not be complete without the proc- 
lamation that God so loved the 
world, the sinful world, that He 
gave the choicest of Heaven’s pos- 
sessions—His only begotten Son— 
to die as a ransom for the sin that 
damns ‘a man’s soul. Yes, thank 


| God that-He loves us. 


But I want to inquire, dear 
friend, what have you done about 
this? Why not give yourself to 
the Lord Jesus Christ? 

Jesus wants you saved more 
than anything in the .world.. He 
proved it by the tremendous..price 
He paid. When God wanted to 
create the world, He simply said 
the word. He hung the stars in 
the sky by merely speaking His 
will, But when He wanted to re- 
deem your soul, it cost the most 
precious of Heaven’s treasures. 
And He died for you, though you 
are a sinner. 


As I pass by the motels on the 
side of the road and see the in- 
viting sign, “Come just as you 
are”’—and it is a tempting invita- 
tion, especially at the end of a 
weary day of travel, to find a 
place of rest without special prep- 
aration or straightening up— 
this motel invitation reminds me 
of the invitation of Jesus, “Come 
just as you are.” You do not have 
to get yourself presentable. Re- 
pent of your sin,«accept Him as 
your personal Saviour, ‘give your- 
self to Him and He will present 
you faultless and without blame 
to His Heavenly Father. 


God Is Waiting for You 
to Come Back 


One of the most important as- 
pects of this love of God as seen 
through His man Hosea is the 
enduring nature. How Hosea was 
able to love his wife in spite of all 
the disgrace may be difficult to 
understand, even as it is difficult 
to understand how God can love 
the lost sinner. But that love still 
endures. Human love may fail, but 
not God’s love for you. It is un- 
failing. 

George Matheson was preparing 
for a life of service for Christ. He 
and*his sweetheart had planned 
to be married. But before his 


education was completed, he 
learned the tragic truth that he 
would lose his eyesight. After 


serious consideration, his sweet- 
heart informed him that she could 
not marry a man who was blind, 
so the engagement was broken. 
This inspired that young man to 
pen the words of the beloved song: 


O love that will not let me go, 

I rest my weary soul in Thee; 

I gwe Thee back the life I owe, 

That in Thine occan depths its 
flow, 

May richer, fuller be. 


You can be sure that God still 
loves you in spite of your sins and 
weaknesses. Some may, like the 
prodigal son, get to the hogpen 
experience of life hefore they real- 
ize their mistake. But I hope you

do not let the Devil lead you that 
far. Stop now, reason with God. 
Hear Him as He invites you, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. Take my yoke up- 
on you and learn of me; for I 
am meek, and lowly in heart; and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls” 
(Matt. 11:28, 29). 

Jesus is calling, pleading and 
waiting for you, the sinner. While 
you may roam in sin, He waits 
for you. 

A wealthy youth in Chicago met 
and fell in love with a girl in 
Kentucky. They were married and 
he took her to Chicago to live. The 
early years were happy, but for 
some reason that no one could 
explain, something happened to 
her mind. At times she would be 
very crazy, a raving maniac; other 
times she would be normal. The 
doctors were not able to explain 
what had “clicked” in her mind. 
3ut worse yet, they were not able 
to do anything about it. Her 
screaming interfered with neigh- 
bors until the husband had to build 
a home in a vacant block so her 
eries in the night would not dis- 
turb them. He exhausted all his re- 
sources in aneffort to get her mind 
“snapped back in place” but noth- 
ing seemed to help. Someone sug- 
gested he take her back to Ken- 
tucky and let her relive some of 
her childhood scenes, hoping the 
association with earlier life might 
help. 

They roamed the paths of her 
childhood wanderings, visited with 
friends of former days, recounted 
experiences of days gone by, re- 
called the pleasant memories of 
bygone years. Even these things 
did not appear to do any good. 
The husband then took her in the 
ear to return to their home in 
Chicago. It was after dark when 
they arrived and she was asleep. 
In fatt, she seemed to be sleeping 
very deeply and soundly, much 
more than usual. For since that 
mysterious “click” in her mind, 
her sleep had been shallow and 
restless and she would pitch and 
toss and waken so easily.

caravan was crossing the English 
continent. A bridge over one of 
the rivers fell through and gypsies 
on the wagons on the bridge fell 
to the waters. Some swam to 
safety. One young-man, a good 
swimmer, was making a desperate 
effort to save his mother, who 
could not swim. But every time he 
reached to pull her to safety, her 
struggles with the water’ kept 
pushing him away. She was so 
frightened that she did not know 
what she was doing. In her fran- 
tic fight to save her life she 
fought off the only thing that 
could help her—her son. There 
was nothing more he could do. 

And on the next day they had 
the funeral for those who had 
drowned. When this young lad 
came and stood before the casket 
of his mother and looked down 
into her lifeless face, he spoke 
out in heart-rending words, “I 
did all I could to save you!” 

And let me say to you, dear 
friend, that if you come to your 
grave without Christ as your Sav- 
iour, His loving voice can say to 
you as you drop out into an end- 
less, burning eternity, “I did 
everything I could to save you.” 


Don’t let this happen to you.

Oh, who- 
ever you are, if you have never 
definitely trusted Jesus Christ to 
forgive your sins and save you, 
this sermon is for you!
